■la«oaain  Tallay,  with  bi^^h  hill*.  boRUtiful  ahoro  linoa  ond 
da*p.  aparklin^  wator  abounding  with  fiah,  ia  a  water  losing 
Ban's  paradiaa.   If  we  but  lat  our  iaa^ination  carry  us  back 
A  fav  daeadaa,  wa  can  sea  a  picture  of  the  Rel  man  in  this 
territory,  shooting  acroaa  the  lake  in  hia  canoa,  fiahing  for 
hia  dinner,  huntin^^  aQonj;  the  hills  not  only  for  game  bat 
parhapa  his  anany,  and  when  winter  coxoea  ^oin;^  south  but  in 
the  aprin£  coning  back  and  watching  God  unfold  his  boeutiaa 
and  vondara.    Let* a  adTance  to  the  niddla  of  the  19th  Century 
and  picture  this  wicinity.    Chicago  haa  becose  a  large,  busy 
eity  full  of  rich  and  poor  peoplat   the  rich  pao^-.la  hare  found 
thia  beautiful  Lake  aenera,  »nd  have  built  wonderful  aucner 
boaaa  on  its  shores,  it  beinj  only  about  ninety  ciles  fron  the 
city.    With  ^cod  train  aervice  it  taksa  but  a  few  houra  to  £;o 
and  coca.   But  other  funetloaa  and  activities  have  .;^rown  to 
bl{  enterprises  on  these  shores  and  the  rich  nan  doaa  not  own 
the  entire  shore. 

In  1884  in  a  camp  which  wna  locate   on  tho  i  raatjnt 
Conference  Point  location  vn»   a  caap  called  Can:;  Collie,  and 
here  in  the  suraer  of  that  year,  forty  years  after  our 
loun^j  Hen's  Chriatian  Association  had  its  birth  in  London  under 
tho  -uidrnce  of  Sir  Oeorga  Hllliana,  a  group  of  loung  Men'a 
Chriatian  is^ocistion  Secretaries  and  their  f&niliea  gathered 
on  Ihia  beautiful  lake,  wl.ich  is  nine  Tiles  Icng.  one  to  three 
■ilea  wide  and  twenty  five  cilea  of  shore  line,  for  a  two  week'a 
real.   There  waa  a  total  of  fifty  seven  present  at  thia  tine. 
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Soon  they  bsgan  a  pro^rae  which  conaist^od  of  on*  hour  of 
Bible  atudy  in  the  Borning  and  ono  hour  in  the  aftorn.on  OB 
the  tO] ie  "Uathoda  of  Vork".   These  experiences  seemed  so 
good  that  a  meeting  was  held  to  see  if  arrangeaents  could  be 
Bade  for  a  siailnr  ^athnring  the  following  snmaer.   I.E.Lewis 
was  chosen  as  Chairman  end  H.P.Zisuaorman  as  Secretary*   This 
was  to  be  known  aa  thn  lostern  T.U.C. A. Secretarial  Institute 
and  they  decided  to  ha^e  an  annual  aeetin^  at  Cam;  Collie,  ar- 
rangeBents  being  Bade  to  hold  the  aeeting  there  for  five  yeara, 
this  Besting  to  be  open  to  paid  officers  of  the  T.^.d.  and 
others  reooanended  by  same  who  were  candidates  for  Secretary- 
ship in  the  TouBg  Hen's  Christian  AiisocIk tion.   Present  at 
thia  meeting  were  V.E.Leiris.  Robert  Ceidensall  and  I.E.Brown. 
"It  grow  out  of  a  s«nso  of  the  need  for  exchange  of  ideas, 
eomparison  of  methods,  mutual  act^uaintnncc  and  study."   A 
eonmittee  was  appointe  :  in  1884  to  arrange  a  pro^ran  for  the 
suaaer  of  1P85.   The  18B5  gathering  took  place  the  fir.->t  two 
weeks  of  Au^^uat  and  at  this  tiice  ninety  amren    viaited  the  In- 
stitute which  was  held  at  Caap  Collie. 

It  ia  intereating  to  eoapare  the  cost  of  that  time  with 
that  of  the  present  camp.   During  the  auacnr  of  1086  board  co.t 
S4.6C  per  week  for  adults  and  C2.5C  for  children  under  ton  years 
of  oge;   board  and  ruoa  single  '7,1       per  week,  board  and  rooa 
one  bed  -  two  persons  in  the  rooa  -  each  ^.6.CC  per  week;  board 
sad  bed  ia  •  tent  35.50  par  week; cottages  furnished  .3.::  to 
*1?.CC  a  week;  a  cottage  12^16  -  two  beds  -  costing  Ci>.5:  per 
week.   Todny  the  ^-rices  run  from  C'i.bC  to  .  3.  C  a  dry  for  board 
and  rooa. 
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tk«  7«ar  1886  la  the  beglnnlas  of  our  praaaat  eamp.  Za 
February  of  that  year  thej  purchased  four  acres  a  alle  «eat 
of  Cacp  Collie  and  for  thie  ground  they  paid  $3.CC0.  C.   Dur- 
ing this  aaaa  year  they  incorporated  nndor  Visconsin  lavs  the 
*lssterB  Secretarial  Institute"  and  "plans  Bnd  policies  worked 
out  vith  prophetic  rision"  by  V.E.Levis.  I.E.Brovn  and 
Robert  Veidensall.   We  can  sse  by  folloving  closely  that  these 
threo  Ben  are  the  power  and  force  that  started  this  training 
school  end  camp  that  haa  bean  a  large  influence  in  aiding  (lod's 
vork  on  this  earth.   Other  sen  vho  sided  in  starting  this  caap 
vers  C.H.HcCormiek.Jr. .  J.V.Farwell » Jr. .  and  J.L.Hott;;hteling. 

During  1887  things  vent  along  under  difficulties.  It  being 
herd  to  raise  enough  money  to  nieet  the  bills.   The  caap  bought 
tvsBty  14x21  tents,  ten  boats,  put  in  a  dock,  built  an  ice 
house,  a  kitchen,  a  dining  room  and  othor  working  buildings. 
The  first  row  of  tents  was  placed  fifty  feet  from  the  lake. 
The  eamp  opened  Hondoy,  July  <.5th.  and  closed  Au^.  i.ini.    the 
Institute  being  in  session  froa  Aug.  lut  to  i4th.   The  sz- 
pense  of  the  summer  encaapaent  for  July  and  August,  ins7 
aaouatel  to  $1.4»8.96.   This  is  the  report  of  Supt.  More.   A 
Tory  olewer  means  was  inaugurated  in  the  furnishing  of  the 
beds.   Women's  auziliarlos  pledged  to  furnish  one  or  more  beds 
for  the  caap,  each  bed  needing  a  tick,  two  pillow  ticks,  four 
pillow  slips,  three  sheets,  two  cocforts  and  some'.ices  s  spread, 
thus  embodying  the  suj^gestions  that  were  sent  out  to  the 
I.U.C.A.'ft.   In  1SS8.  during  the  July  and  August  encaapaent. 
Supt. C.E.Brown  reports  that  oxpsnaes  asounte   to  ?2. 522. 2:4 
„ll  paid  from  receipta  of  board,  boats,  etc.   A  balance  of 
$47.67  was  turned  ower  to  the  treasurer.   Ke  can  see  here  the 
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growth  of  th«  caap  in  on*  year.   The  following  y«ar  of  IP.By    th« 
results  of  m    roport  on  Au^.ldth  giro  ua  another  idea  of  th« 
largo  growth  alneo  1686,  for  In  thla  report  the  property  Taluo 
la  188b  waa  fron  :i6,^:^  to  ^le.TvO  with  a  debt  of  about 
v4,S0O.   The  oaap  paya  for  itself  during  the  operating  season. 

A  few  other  points  art*  of  interest  in  the  j^rowth  of  this 
eaap.   In  lBi.Z    began  the  Lake  Qenera  Students'  Conforence  which 
hr.s  grown  until  today  it  is  the  Isrjest  conference  held  at  the 
erap.   In  iruG  we  had  the  consolidation  of  the  Restern  Secre- 
tarial Institute  with  th«  Trainin^  School  in  Chicajo  and  nou 
they  are  run  and  Bana<;el  under  the  sar.e  organisation. 

le  can  jump  over  a  few  yeara  and  y^ait  (jolloge  Cai&p  in  iJlZ, 
twenty  eight  years  after  the  nesting  of  those  fifty  seven  at 
Canp  Collie,  and  find  a  total  of  the  sumner's  cr.r:p  aountiut^  to 
3. 655  people.   The  oaKp  at  this  tine  consisted  of  thirty  five 
anrea  or  thirty  one  acres  added  since  IPF.6   and  they  had  an  equip- 
aent  to  entertain  G>  ^  people.   The  attendance  of  101;^  was  divided

The  equlpBent  haa  ^rown  to  a  ^retit  extent,  th  ?  dining  rooii 
and  kitchen  equipaent  ia  lar^e  enough  ao  thnt  during  the 
18£3  ae  sob  they  fed  104"  people  at  one  aittin^.   Qronnd 
surface  haa  increaaed  until  bow  they  havo  64  aorea. 

To  try  to  ostinate  the  influence  and  contacta  tkr.t  are 
made  here  during  one  auxoner  ia  beyoBd  the  estiaate  of  huBaB 
■inda  for  nan  and  wobob  aeet  here  from  oTerywhere  and  leara 
oaap  to  go  to  their  resj^eetiTe  hoaea  and  spread  the  tidings 
that  they  rscelre  so  tliat  the  camp  haa  influence  not  only  on 
those  who  are  fortunate  to  be  present  but  on  othera  who  have 
nevor  seen  the  caap  and  perhaps  nerer  will.   Hen  who  are  big 
aen  in  the  world  affaire  ^ire  their  best  to  those  who  come  to 
oaap  either  aa  atudents'or  aa  conference  delegatea.   The  facul» 
ty  of  the  Sunr.er  School  conaiata  of  men  who  know  their  respee- 
tiTO  fielda  end  can  teach  othora.   I  think  we  are  safe  1b  aay- 
iai;  that  College  Caap  has  not  only  grown  in  property  and  money 
Talue  but  has  grown  far  aore  and  is  of  far  more  icportance  ia

•iyla  that  «11  4U«st«  and  riaitora  ara  aada  ha^pj  and  anjoy  thaa- 
••iTaa  ra^uiraa  a  Tory  lar^a  payroll.   Than,  too,  the  work  and 
••aaonal  sjatoa  oauaaa  a  problea  that  is  rather  difficult  to  deal 
with.   It  is  neeessary  to  have  sobs  aan  who  will  work  tha  year 
•round,  then  in  the  rush  aaason  Bore  man  to  ^at  tha  canp  in  order 
for  the  sum.  er.   lith  the  oomin^  of  aunpier  and  openinj  of  caap  a 
■uoh  larger  j^roup  is  noodad  to  cnre  for  the  quests.   Vhen  the 
saaaoB  is  owar  it  takas  a  few  aztras  from  the  regular  ^roup  to 
put  away  tha  eaap  and  then  tha  fore*  is  cut  down  to  tha  regulars 
for  the  wifitor  but  even  during  the  winter  there  are  days  whan  it 
ia  H'^oeasary  to  hire  a  big  foroa  of  men  to  put  up  ice.   le  will 
diTida  the  aniplojaea  into  two  jroupa,  ihe    regulars  p.nd  the  aaaaon 
help. 

The  CRcp  is  headed  by  a  superintandant  who  lires  on  the  .^rounda. 
He  ia  in  char(ia  of  all  the  aiiuipnant  and  Balntenanca  and  ia  boas  of 
regular  help  and   of  tha  ^round  son.   The  regular  help  conaiats  of 
a  carpaBter,  a  man  is  deaired  for  this  position  who  can  bo  a  handy 
Ban  any  where  but  Bainly  a  carpontori   a  pluBBori  a  teaaateri  a 
groundaaaai  a  painter  and  two  laborers.   The  other  ^roup  will  con- 
sist of  the  Ban  used  in  ae^.tinj  up  canp  an^i  the  suaaar  aaployces. 
Tba  superintdBdant  gets  in.  touch  with  college  and  university  asn 
who  get  out  early  in  the  spring  and  help  set  up  camp.   The  auri~er 
•aployeea  are  organised  into  the  "Saployeej  Aauocia tibn" .   They 
alaet  their  President,  Tice  Prf^sidant,  Secretary,  Treasurer  ond  ths 
Editor  of  the  Collage  Caaper,  a  weekly  paper.   Coaaittee  chairaan 
ara  appointed  to  the  following  co  aitteesi   ScciA.1,  Religious  and 
Athletie  and  OYery  eaployee  in  the  ca:  p  ia  eligible  to  neoterahip. 


Social  functions  era  in  oider  at  ei.j'  tiL.«.   The  ■•li^ioita  cocuitto* 
pnt  on  Sunday  Eronin^  Club  varviees  abd  thoy  have  the  opportunltj 
to  eecure  soiae  Tery  ^i-'od  tt^^eakers.   The  Athletic  coauaittee  ruo  off 
chaBpioaships  in  horseshoe*  tennis,  switr^znin^,  and  orjami7.e  baseball. 

Tho  camp  is  divided  into  separate  de^artaants,  each  with  its 
enplojaes  and  a  person  in  c;liur<.o.   Tho  ^round  r:on  undr.r  the  super- 
vision of  the  Superintendent  consist  oif  a  truck  driver;  a  ceohanioi 
an  englneeri  a  Ban  in  charge  of  transportetiont  a  man  who  looks 
after  tent  and  uuildin^,  eiuiptientj  tvfo  men  who  care  for  the  tennis 
courts}  two  nen  who  care  Tor  Inspiration  Hill  and  do  other  odd  Jobs 
and  two  men  in  charge  of  Esat  Cc>^^,      Theue  con  work  ion^  hours, 
workinj;  until  the  job  is  done  re^iardlsaa  of  when  they  bej^in.   They 
are  BO:itly  college  ueB. 

Th<}  B9B  who  ,-^eaerally  help  to  make  the  eanp  a  success  cnn  be 
found  in  the  Cooking  and  Baling  Dopartaent.   Tlio  caap  kitchen  is 
well  ec^ttir.ped  and  ia  very  larj^e.   This  ;;roup  consists  of  the  Chef, 
Second  Cook,  Vegetable  man,  and  two  or  threo  son  who  help  wherever 
needed.   Thia  group  does  all  tho  oookin^^  for  the  ce-:p.   The  cajip 
has  its  own  Bakery  where  thoy  bake  their  own  broad,  cokds.  pies  , 
cookies,  etc.  and  aake  ice  oreaa  and  fancy  deaserts.   This  ^roup 
includes  the  Baker,  at  present  his  wife  and  two  helpers.   ;The  take 
sIiOp  is  a  popular  place.)   In  close  connection  with  i.hc  kitchen 
''oroe  we  nasi  include  the  aan  who  washes  th'^  pots  and  pans  froa  the 
kitchen.   Besides  this  he  fires  the  big  boiler  that  supplies  hot 
water  and  steaa  for  the  kitchens   also  takes  care  of  the  rangea. 
Another  ^roup  in  the  kitchen  is  composed  of  the  kitchen  maids  of 
whoa  there  are  about  jiatoea.   They,  with  tho  help  o"  two  aen  and 
the  dish  washin;;  machine,  t  ke  oare  of  tho  dirty  dishes, etc.   These 
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firls  also  pool  ▼•^otablos.   They  live  in  tent.*  near  the  kltohen 
•nd  are  aaperTiavd  bj  an  older  lady.   The  nilk  dapartaent  •■ploya 
a  lady  and  two  nen  who  oare  for  the  -'.rinka  auch  aa  oorfeo.  tea, 
■Ilk.  iaad  tea  nnd  the  creaa.   In  '.he  Pnntry  they  aaploy  two  glrla 
and  a  aam.  these  earln^^  for  the  broad,  batter,  nalt,  pepper  and 
•yr«p.   Cloaely  eon7:eotdd  with  the  kltehon  we  have  aa  usual  a  dlaia^ 
rooa  and  in  this  ckso  it  requires  nany  waitera  and  much  or^anisktioa 
t*  feed  as  hi^h  as  1C40  paopla  at  ona  3ittin(;.   Yhio  jroup  has  a 
Beadwaiter.  two  Captaina  and  about  thirty  waitera.   During  lar^a 
conferences  sany  volunteer  waiters  are  ea[>loyed»  who  attond  oon- 
ferences  and  wait  tables  for  their  aeals. 

The  Administration  Buildinj  housaa  aeTerel  (j**o»P»»   *^«  college 
offieeB  are  rov^  1  u^.    to  the  lake  in  the  suaaer  and  carry  on  the 
business  as  usual.   Beside  the  ones  in  this  force  there  are  two 
cashiers  and  two  clerks  who  sae  that  the  guests  ara  assigned  juar' 
tera  and  taken  care  of  in  r-  gard  to  their  ba^^ai^e.   To  aid  in  this 
they  are  helped  by  four  Bellhops  who  aot  as  uahars  and  errand  boys. 
Also,  within  the  Adr inistra tioa  building  is  located  the  O.S.Post 
Of'^'ice  where  they  eaploy  an  Assistant  Poat  tiastcr.  two  aen  and  a 
^irl  extra  for  the  suacer.   The  Canp  Bookatore  is  in  this  building 
and  eaploys  three  or  four  people. 

Tke  Taat  Haida  serTe  aiailar  to  Chncber  ilniio  in  a  hotel  and 
care  for  the  tents  and  oottni^es.  sweeping,  scru  :  ing,  dusting. 
Baking  and  changing  beds.   These  ^irls  are  moatly  all  co  lege  ^irls. 
Batweea  oanp  periods  they  have  auch  hard  work  j^etting  ewerything 
in  good  shape  for  the  ineoaiag  group.   A  lady  acta  as  Uatroa  of 
thia  group  and  alao  daes  the  aieploying  of  the  Tent  ttaida. 

The  above  groups  aabraoe  Boat  aaployees  but  there  are  many 
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oth«r  position*  that  ausi  b«  fillsd  to  run  this  o&ap  ••  it  should 
bo  run.   Tho  lijhi  Wotohaan  aro  a  Tory  iaportsnt  if  not  fttry   pepv- 
Isr  foroo.   They  ke  p  t).«  onap  polieo>l  during  tha  ni^ht.  aeoiaf  that 
oTarythin^  is  all  right.   They  also  take  caro  of  thoso  who  diaoboj 
tha  law  pnd  thoso  who  stay  out  after  hours.   Tha  lanp  aan  takes  oaro 
of  tha  laaps  in  all  tha  tanls  in  the  aiain  caap  an>l  the  lanterns  that 
are  stationed  as  atroet  lijhts.   Ha  has  a  eart&in  nuaber  of  thoso 
to  li^ht  OTary  nijht  and  to  pu^.  out  in  tho  aornin^  altho  tha  ni^ht 
watchcian  take  care  of  sona  of  the  lanterns.   East  Crmp  is  o^^uippod 
throui^hout  with  9lsctrie  lii;hta. 

Tho  Rofeetory  is  a  busy  plaoo  ani  Is  located  under  the  dining 
rooB  annex.   The  employed  staff  consists  of  a  manager  with  two  or 
threo  h'^lpers.   This  group  ioes  its  V>est  to  cool  people  off  in  wara 
weather  and  keep  the  sweet  tooth  supplied.   As  a  li  .tie  bit  of  ad- 
Tertisiag,  if  you  have  noTor  onjoyod  a  "Boataan  Special*  do  not  alas 
the  ocjoyaont  when  you  wisit  this  caap. 

Bext  to  the  Refectory  wo  hare  tho  Barber  Shop,  one  chair  and 
oao  barber  who  can  tria  you  whonower  you  need  it.   The  Linen  Rooa 
enploys  one  aaa  who  tt>kos  ears  of  the  soiled  and  clean  linea  of  the 
eaap.   The  Janitor  staff  consists  of  thrre  bob  whose  duties  are  to 
oaro  for  all  conference  i^uildings,  the  Oya.  .  the  Auditoriua  and  tho 
Adsiinistratlon  Building.   They  also  hare  charge  of  tho  flags  and 
the  riagin^  of  bells  for  class  ;)erlods.   Life  guards  aro  on  duty  at 
all  swiaaing  po'-ioda  and  are  son,  as  a  rule,  who  haTO  passed  the 
Red  Cross  Life  SaTinj  T  at."    In  case  of  large  conferences  more  bob 
are  secured  for  duty.   The  boataen*  belonjinj  to  the  saze  ,j,rottp, 
hare  charge  of  the  lake  Trent.   This  includes  tho  care  of  tie  water, 
k -epinj;  it  free  froa  rui-bish  and  ^rass,  and  char-o  of  docks  and  all 
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rov  boats.   Tho7  issot  all  boat*  that  dock  at  tho  Steamboat  Plor. 

Tha  i;roup  of  oaployaas  who  work  during  tha  aunaar  outaida  of 
tho  eookinf  and  bakin<^  forea  oonalata  alaoat  antiroly  of  Colloga 
atudenta  or  oldar  Hijh  School  studonts.   Oraat  oara  la  taken  in 
aaaia^  that  tha  rl^bt  t/pa  ara  as/loyod  nnd  it  thdrafore  becoraaa 
a  ^roup  of  strong  eharactar,  consisting  of  nan  and  woaan  who  can 
ba  couatad  aa  frianda*   Tha  intiaata  assooiations  areata  a  big 
family  feeling  and  through  thia  inforaality,  cloaar  friandahipa 
ara  deralopad  end  a  apirlt  is  created  aaong  the  aaployeea  that  ia 
worth  aore  then  money  to  then  and  is  for  the  ^ood  of  the  caicp. 

Todfty,  there  is  a  sliortajje  of  cooaon  labor  within  the  Ticinity 
of  the  carap  and  where,  a  few  y«;ars  a/;o,  it  was  easy  to  jat  iten  to 
work  by  the  day  or  to  do  odd  Joba,  it  hns  now  bacoaa  a  problea  for 
it  is  alnost  iapossible  to  find  nen  to  help  with  the  seasonal  work. 
Therefore,  it  ia  dangeroua  to  lay  off  the  regular  force  for  a 
Bonth  or  two  during  the  wlntor  rh  on  work  is  i]«»ntiful  for  they  ara 
apt  to  lose  the  oen  they  hare  and  it  will  bo  rery  herd  to  fill  tneir 
places.   Another  big  labor  qunation  ia,  that  during  the  apring  open- 
lag  season  when  aore  man  are  required,  there  are  no  places  near  by 
whara  the  aan  can  ba  boarded.   Froa  June  Ist  on  thia  ia  taken  oara 
of  by  the  oarap  kitchen  but  prewioua  to  June  1st  it  ia  a  problea. 
Thaaa  nra  a  few  probleaa  that  the  caap  nuat  take  in  hand  before 
long  and  aaka  adequate  prowialon  for. 

Tha  year  around  eaployaent  staff  at  present  ia  inadequate;   ba- 
sldea  the  Superintendent  there  should  be  at  least  two  other  aea 
with  their  faailles  liTin^;  on  i.he  caap  property.   A  fanily  in 
Eeist  Caap,  the  aan  to  be  orersear  there,   another  on  the  hill  to 
take  care  of  t>^^ose  interesta,  and  the  Superintendent  ia  the  main 


Oftnp.    If  on*  of  thesa  fanilivs  war*  sltuatod  to  board  aea  wh« 
verk  for  th«  oninp  so  much  thn  bsttor.   Then  on«  of  the  abore  ^  rob- 
1«BS  would  be  aolTei.   In  this  way  the  canp  would  be  better  and 
■•re  aafely  auperTiaed  and  the  eaiap  would  hare  three  a^n  upon  whoi 
it  could  always  depend,  not  only  for  work  but  for  proaotion.   It 
is  far  batter  to  hare  a  man  step  into  the  Superintendeney  who  has 
the  experience  and  knows  conditions  than  it  is  to  go  oulslde  and 
enploy  a  perfect  stranger.

All  during  the  life  ot   th«  easp  there  ha*  boon  a  steady   jrevth 
la  e<i«ilpaent.   A  building  pro^raa  has  dereleped  and  today  thara  are 
lerse*  beautiful  buildln^a  oonTenlentlj  placed  ti>rou^hout  the  oa»p» 
housing  the  different  aetlTities  and  functions  during  the  enoaapaent 
sessoa  and  aeting  as  storage  plaees  during  the  inaotiTe  season. 
This  group  of  buildings  reciuires  continual  superTision  to  keep  thea 
in  first  class  condition.   Uany  plans  aro  in  mind  for  a  large  buila- 
lag  proj^raa  for  the  near  future  that  will  add  convenience  and 
beauty  to  Lake  OeneTa. 

Z  shall  give  a  si^ort 
account  of  all  the  build- 
in;;*  of  the  CftEp  at  the  ;. re- 
sent tisie.   The  Adalnistra- 
tion  building,  namod  the 
Robort  Weidensall  Building. 
Is  located  about  10  ft. 
back  froa  the  lake  front, 
near  the  center  of  the  oamp  east  and  west.   It  is  a  low  frame 
building  with  a  Isrge  poroh  on  two  sides  end  is  one  of  the  best 
lockings  buildings  on  the  camp  groands.   It  was  built  la  I'JIC  and 
has  the  following  diaensioasi   length  '■>4  feot  and  5  inches  OTer  all. 
width  72  feet  and  Z    inches  over  all.   This  building  Is  the  center 
froa  wliich  all  aotiTlties  are  projected.   It  consists  of  two  lar^e 
lobbies,  each  haring  a  flre^:>lace.  the  C  np  business  orfices, 
Saaaer  Sohool  nnd  Conference  offices,  the  Cacp  Bookstore  and 
College  Caap  Post  0<*fice.

Tho  uuiidlut;  is 
uaed  I'er  Sunday  aorvioaa,  playa,  atant  n.\t«,  ^ym   nito,  and  a  Cather- 
ine plaoo  for  lar^a  and  aanll  me«Cini;a.   Il  has  a  aaatlu^  Capaolty 
of  over  a  thousand  but  or^n    ao  it  is  not  lar^^a  anou^  to  eara  for 
soma  of  tha  orowds  that  gathor  tbera  at  times. 

Brown  Hall  la  a  class 
rooB  building  and  is  located 
Just  back  of  tha  Auditoriua. 
It  is  BOdarn,  wall  ll^htei, 
and  ov^uippad  building.  Built 
iB  lars.  two  stories  bi^h 
with  ground  iliteaaioBS  of

of  Chieajo  In  the  aprin^  of  '.  :^1  and  alnee  then  haa  bean  uaed  to 
a  great  extent  almply  aa  an  OTarflow  to  Unin  Ca&p  and  alao  for 
gaeata.   Thia  oamp  la  locatel  about  550  feet  east  of  Itain  Camp.   Up 
to  li.'*3  they  had  their  own  water  auiply,  but  now  the  water  a«pply 
la  conneoted  with  that  of  Uain  Caap. 

The  central  building 
is  called  the  Lod(;e>  in 
whioh  there  are  two  floors 
with  a  total  of  twenty  bed- 
rooaia  which  will  take  oare 
of  twenty  aewen  people, 
with  a  toilet  and  wash  room 
on  each  floor. 

In  front  and  connected  with  the  bedrooMa  is  loctited  the  Lod^^e  rooB 
with  a  beautiful  fireplace  of  hewn  stone:  over  the  fireplace  a 
lar^a  Uooaa  head  and  in  the  back  of  the  rooa  a  apread  Eaj,le.   It  is 
an  ideal  woods  hone.

Paopl* 
can  do  their  own  cooking  hore.   Other  maana  of  houain^  are  tekoa 
care  of  by  last  Cnbin  and  89T<9n  tnnta. 

There  are  alao  Cottage  A 
called  "Uorningaida"  which 
haa  five  bed  rooaa,  a  aitting 
rooB,  bath  with  hot  and  cold 
water,  a  larjje  acresned  porch 
and  Q  fireplaoo.   Cottage  B, 
called  "Hillaida"  har  three 
bedrooaa,  a  sitting  rooa  with

It  is  so  construoted  that 
the  lower  part  is  on  a  lewsl  with  the  ground  outside  and  so, 
under  the  dinin,;  rooa  annex,  are   located  the  Photographer's 
Orrice.  tefaetory.  Barber  Shop.  Doctor's  Office,  a  linen  rooa 
snd  a  grocery  store  room.   The  connecting  structure  between 
the  old  dining  roou  and  the  new  is  18  i/l    x  lA    also  built  in 
1<J12.    The  kitchen  is  5  :xt5  1/2  x  1£  and  at  th'«  east  of  the 
kitchen  is  an  era-loyees'  dining  roo»  which  is  9-'Jxl7.   Also  a 
bakery  whi  h  is  14-4x16-6  and  a  pantry  which  is  ;7-6x*^-6. 
The  baseaent  is  37x13-3x7.    On  the  sane  floor  with  the  kitchen 
there  Is  a  stock  roos  13-6x11  and  also  a  china  coapartaent 
lC-Gx6-5.   North  of  th«  kitchen  and  connected  with  it  is  the 
ice  house.   This  is  so  arranged  that  the  ice  can  be  put  direct- 
ly Into  the  refrigerators  froa  the  lee  house.

The 
walls  are  double  insulated,  all  air  construction  walls  S--'  ine!.es 
thick,  interior  of  spruce  -  throe  coats  of  alcohol  :5hellac  ?ind 
two  coats  of  water  proof  TRrnish;   exterior  of  center  beaded 
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Qver^la  piaa;  oeiling  of  hard  wood,  one  ooat  of  filler  and  t«o 
eoata  of  conch  ▼arnlah,  aisa  14x:L0x12  with  throa  coBpartaenta  for 
auppliea  and  two  ica  coapartaanta. 

To  20  into  Binuta  detail  of  a  kitohan  a^oipaant  would  taka 
pa^aa  and  aany  lon^  liata  of  numbara  that  no  ona  would  ba  abla  to 
raaaaber  and  it  would  ba  wary  hard  to  ba  accurate  in  awerj  Inatanca.

14x14  inchea,  and  a  11  inch  amokepipe.    This  ia  a  Ualleabla  iroa 
ranjo  and  waa  purchaasd  in  I-l".     Much  of  the  cooking  ia  dona  by 
ataain,  a  ataaa  generator  haTing  been  inatalled  in  i^    V  froa  the 
Kewance  Boiler  Co.    This  ia  located  ia  the  basement.   lu  ia  a 
Iw  U.P.  flue  boiler  with  uteaa  and  water  ^ua^ea  fittinga  and  a 
atea^  puap  at.tacheJ  to  the  boiler.    In  I&ll  a  Kawanae  Firebox  Boiler 

6  waa  inatalla..  its  diameter  being  36  inchaa,  length  iC.  1/ 1  feet, 
with  ^  inch  tttbea.  a  i/4  inch  ahell  and  weighing  436Q  pounda.  eoa- 
plete  with  all  eaatin^^a  and  trinffiin^^a.    Thia  boiler  haa  a  brick 
aetting  braced  and  atayed  for  a  15r.  teat.   With  this  boiler  ateaa 
ia  generated  to  be  uaed  in  ateaa  kettlea,  wara  owena  and  coffee  urna.

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with  fa«««t  and  stand,  haa  a  capaaity  of  i:  jala.   A  ^uddin^ 
•  taaasr  was  Installed  in  IS::S.  nad«  of  galranisad  iron  with  an^^la 
iron  stand.   Thara  is,  also,  a  Te^etabla  staamar  which  is 
SOzS:  inohas,  cast  iron  with  two  parforated  baskets  eac}.,  looated 
in  the  baseaent.    A  Tasatable  boilar,  made  of  oo^  ^ar,  lit    inches 
in  diameter  and  lA    inches  dnep,  has  a  capacity  of  IC  ^ala.   A 
ateaa  box,  aada  of  galwanised  iron,  is  Z6x^6xZZ    inohoa  with  a 
3/4  inch  stnaffi  coil.   A  big  warning  oren  |:ut  in  in  1323,  aada  of 
galTaniiad  iron,  will  trke  care  of  six  roast  pans  and  there  is, 
also,  a  plate  warror  made  of  jalTanised  iron  with  four  ahelTes 
and  Canvas  curtains.   All  .Of  the  abOTO  are  h'^ated  froa  the  ateaa 
Seneratin^  boiler. 

Along  this  line  of  stear:  and  hot  water,  we  have  two  hot  water 
tanks.   One  in  the  basement  is  on  a  quarter  inch  wrought  iron 
shelf.   It  is  a  3zlC  Kewanee  boiler  which  has  a  double  steaa  coil 
with  four  runs,  the  tank  heTinj(  a  capacity  of  5£5  gals.   Upstairs 
is  the  other  hot  water  tank  which  ia  aade  of  galwanisad  iron 
with  a  eapaaity  of  5~  gnl^i.   It  is  connected  to  tlie  range  by  pipes 
leading  ower  three  fires.   The  ea:tp  ooffea  and  tea  urns  are,  alao, 
heatel  by  steam.   They  are  of  the  John  Bunph  :ry  type   the  coffee 
«rn  hawing  a  capacity  of  10  ^als.  and  the  tea  urn  a  capacity  of 
6  gala. 

Bquipaeat  of  another  sort  in  the  kitcheni   A  potato  peeler, 
locate'  near  the  vegetable  roon:  in  the  basersent,  was  ,<ut  in  in 
1318  and  has  a  capacity  of  a  half  buahal  ewery  two  - inutes.   It 
ia  a   Blakalaa  with  a  I  B.P.  aotori    A  B<oat  block  of  aapla  coa- 
poaita  top  SOxSC  inohas  and  15  inehea  daapt  alao  a  Eeat  grinder 


UnlTeraal  ^3.    Beside  ih««*  •  work  tabl*.  a  bi^  aerTlns  table, 
plenty  of  knlTea,  spoons*  ladles.  et«.  to  run  such  a  aised  kitohen. 
In  the  Pentry  they  have  an  Aeae  Bread  slleer  called  the  "Liberty". 
This  saTes  much  tiae.  labor  and  bread  for  in  this  way  the  bread 
alioes  are  of  uniform,  sise.    The  store  rooa  is  e^uip^o«i  eith  a 
Deily  truok  used  for  cartlnj  heaTy  things  around  which  is 
1.6x16x15  inches,  and  also  a  Platform  scale  with  a  capacity  of 
G'^C  pounds. 

I  will  not  (^iTe  a  complete  list  of  the  dining  rooa  exuipaent 
such  as  chairs,  tables,  table  clothes,  dishes  and  silver  ware- 
But  the  canp  is  well  eq^uipped  in  a  ranans  of  cleanin-;  the  dirty 
dishes  in  that  they  hare  a  Blakeslee  Dish  Vas'  inf  aachine.   It 
is  the  IJew  Basketless  Slagars  type  with  a  1  1/2  H.P.  aotor  which 
aakes  1750  R.  P.M..  runs  on  lir.  or  2£0  TOlts  -  60  cycle.   This 
was  installed  in  I'J  L7 .      It  uses  a  lar^e  Toluae  of  extreaely  hot 
watsr  wi Lh  a  eleanslng  coapoand  to  clean  the  dishes.   This  water 
is  supplied  froa  the  525  gallon  tank* in  the  basement. 

The  Bake  shop  is  located  under  the  sane  roof  with  the  kitchen 
Just  to  the  east  and  it  is  well  e-^uippsd.  rooay  and  li^ht.   The 
oven  is  a  Uiddbly  of  the  direct  heat  type;  that  is,  the  fire  is  on 
the  saae  level  with  the  oven.   The  Bake  shop  has  its  work  tables. 
aixin£  box.  hand  tools  and  also  a  cake  aixer  of   the  Hobart  Re- 
built <.6CA  type  which  is  equipped  with  one  ''Z    tjuart  bowl  and  one 
S:  quart  bowl.   The  baker  also  aakes  the  ice  creaa  and  ices  for 
the  dinin*  rcoa.   Per  this  he  is  e^uii^ped  with  an  electric  =:ctor 
2  B.P,  i76r  R.P.U,  -  lie  or  2.10  volts  -  rr    cycle  A.C  to  run  the 
ice  cream  freeser  w>iioh  has  a  IC  gallon  capacity,  also  an  Ice  Crush- 
er of  the  So.  3  Blakeslee  type. 

Cenneete '■  indirestly  with  the  kitchen  we  avst  consider  the 
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haatry.  jalvanlsad  iron  2«''^*(;9  can*  and  alao  ormr   in  tha  iior't.haaat 
corner  of  tho  Uain  Ca  p  tha  Rub.^Iu   Burnar  vhlcb  was  built  ia 
1318.     It  is  nrada  of  comaon  brick  on  a  concrata  foundatioUf  ia 
10  fset  long  and  6  f'^et  »id#  and  the  fira  box  ia  lined  with  fira 
brlc*.

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Tb«re  are  Many  laportfint  thint^s  around  tho  caop  that  one 
cannot  vrilo  auch  about  which  are  Tory  interesting  and  *e  nuat 
not  let  them  pass  so  we  will  take  a  anall  part  of  t.Via  Theala 
for  that  ^roup.    As  ono  enters  the  caap  froa  the  top  of  the 
hill,  ke  must  paaa  between  two  beautiful  eolomna,  one  on  eaeh 
aide  of  the  road.   These  colunns  were  put  up  in  iu£3  and  are 
four  feet  square  and  ten  feet  hi^h  over  all  aLoTo  the  base  and 
rest  on  five  foot  concrete  bases.   The  coIubbs  are  made  of 
split  boulders  with  Bedford  Stone  oai;S.   On  each  column,  cut 
in  the  Bedford  Stone  cap  is  a  T.   On  a  slab  of  Bedford  Stone 
in  each  column  is  printed  on  one  "COLLEQE"  and  the  other  "CAMP". 
They  are  a  beautiful  introduction  to  the  camp  from  the  road 
entrance. 

The  camp  is  well  aquippad  with  a  mighty  fine  lot  of  tonnis 
courts,  thirteen  in  all,  distributed  proportionately  OT«^r  the 
Uflin  Caa|;,  Seat  Camp  and  on  top  of  the  hill  as  followsi 
Main  Camp  five  free  courts.  East  Camp  two  free  cuurta  and  on 
the  hill  three  free  and  three  char4;e  courts.   These  courts  re- 
quire a  ^reat  deal  of  work  before  camp  opens  to  put  them  in 
shape:  some  ^ay  be  resurfaced,  all  must  ba  cleened,  raked,  rolled 
and  retaped.   During  the  actlTe  sea. on  they  must  have  constant 
care  and  superTision.   It  requires  one  to  two  nen  all  the  time 
to  toks    care  of  t}<e  court*.   In  Main  Ca.xp  there  are  two  Tennia 
Qra'd  Stp.nds,  e-ch  3£  feet  long  and  oach  having  thr«o  rfws  of 
seats.   One  Grand  Stand  is  located  on  t) e  south  and  one  on  the 
west. 

On  the  hill  top  back  of  the  Main  Camp  the  college  owns  con- 
siderable fine  land  and  here  they  have  the  Athletic  field  and 
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Self  Course*.   The  Athlttlo  fiald  is  juat  wast  of  Terkes  ObssrTs- 
torj  snd  has  an  el^ht  lap  traok  with  a  straightaway,  a  l>assball 
fisld  ani  Juapia((  pit.      Tha  tr^ok  is  Just  a  skianod  track  t^ns  rs- 
9[uirin£  a  lot  of  unnsasssarjr  work  to  koap  the  wssds  out  to  asks  it 
fit  to  run  on.   It  is  <iu^  out  and  naods  only  rocka  with  cindars  on 
top  and  a  oonerots  curb  on  the  inside  and  outsida  to  xake  it  a 
wociorful  traek  and  ons  aach  sora  easily  carsJ  for.   Thare  is  a 
Qrand  Stand  that  has  a&^la  stora^'.o  rooc  undernaath  which  is  so  con- 
strvctad  that  it  ean  b«  closed  and  locked.   It  is  5C  feet  long  and 
16  feat  wide  and  was  built  in  1^14. 

Around  and  owsr  the  Athletic  Field  the  catip  has  a  C>   hole 
aolf  Course  called  tha  Kish-Uau-Ke-Tau  Club  which  is  open  to  the 
public.   It  is  not  in  thn  bast  of  c< ndition  but  is  fair.   During 
the  I?2  3  seoBOB  there  were  two  full  tlae  sea  working  on  it  and 
smperwised  by  thaa,  it  afforded  a  good  plaoe  to  plsy  at  a  wery, 
▼cry  reasonable  rate,  the  rete  being  either  by  day,  week  or  yearly 
fcos.   Just  across  tha  read  west  of  this  ccurse  the  caup  owns  a 
forty  acre  far*  which  at  the  present  tiae  is  under  deTelopment  into 
a  J  hole  course  that  will  S"OB  be  in  A-1  condition.   It  will  be 
opon  for  the  1S£4  seesoa  and  will  also  be  open  tc  the  public. A 
water  rain  with  laterals  io  being  put  in  throughout  this  c<.urse 
also  reaching  OTor  to  the  6  hole  course.   The  c».np  }ias  sors  rery 
extensire  plans  in  nlnd  for  the  course  including  a  Club  Bouse. 
At  the  present  time  there  is  a  parking  space  near  the  Athletic 
Orand  Stand. 

Abore  Itoin  Car-ip  and  west  of  the  Bill  Rof^d  is  located  the 
natural  aapitheatre,  called  Insi^lration  Hill.   It  is  by  far  the 
•oat  boeutiful  part  of  College  Cacp;  beautiful  trees,  lawns. 
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■hrnbs  and  flowers.    Tki«  Bill  !•  so  located  that  on*  eoBB«nds 
a  iLoat  vocd&rfbl  rlev  over  the  lake.   A  woodon  tablet  erected  on 
the  Hill,  drer.tually  to  be  replaced  by  a  bronse  tablet,  ^^iTea 
this  dedicationi

Tha  Main  Camp' a  plar  ia  af  thla  ahapa 
Tha  aaat  part  of  li  la  for  awlajclng  baln^  aq.ttlppad  with  a  dlTin^ 
board  and  tawar.   Tha  other  part  ia  tha  Staaeboat  pier  whera  boata 
atop.   Thaaa  piera  are  hald  in  placo  by  oriba  which  rest  on  tha 
bottom  of  tha  laka  and  ara  hald  in  placa  b/  lar^a  rooka  which  ara 
left  there  tha  yoar  around.     Each  erib  haa  pockata  in  it  for  tha 
poats  of  tha  piar  and  thia  aakea  it  poasible  to  take  tha  piara  ap 
aaeh  fall.   This  muat  ba  done  baoausa  the  ioa  during  tha  winter 
would  anon  tear  thoo  to  piecea  for  thf»  ioa  on  thia  aide  of  tha  laka 
has  a  tendency  to  jan   up  on  ^.he  shore  and  it  haa  treuandous  power. 
Eaat  onnp  ha<i  a  pier  that  is  construeteu  like  tha  aaln  [  iera  of 
Main  Oaiap  only  it  ia  of  this  shape       •    Thia  piar  is  for  both 
awimain^  and  boat  lan<tin{;.   Over  at  tha  Main  Canp  there  ia  a  li^tla 
piar  for  tha  ladiea'  swlBBin^  pier,  a  Row  Boat  dock  which  ia  larj^a 
enough  to  ke^p  the  boats  on  and  near  thia  an  oar  box  1^-  feet  by 
38x45  inchea. 

Tha   aanp  water  an^^ply  coses  from  the  laka.   This  ia  at-fe  for 
Tory  great  crtr^  is  tnkan  throut^hout  the  laka  region  to  sen  thn.i 
the  water  in  the  lake  is  frea  froa  aawa^a,  etc.   The  water  ia  net 
aaad  for  drinking  purpoaas  during  the  warnar  aontha  altho  tha 
QaiTaralty  of  Chicago  people  at  lerkes  ObserTatory  usa  laka  water 
tha  year  around.    But  tha  water  at  caap  ia  uaed  for  toilets,  wash- 
ing, fira  protection  and  for  tha  aprinkliaj  of  lawna  and  tennla 
courts.   This  water  is  puaped  froa  the  lake  by  a  15  B.P.  Standard 
Hori cental  eoabined  gaaellBW  angina  .  73££S  and  puap  ooabiaatian 
rlT  with  regular  ainipaent  eoaplete.   The  puap  ia  of  the  centrifu- 
gal type  with  a  on.oacity  of  i.il    gallons  per  ainuta.   Thia  is  locnt- 
ad  ia  a  puap  houaa  about  6C  feat  froa  tha  ahere  Una  ia  tha  aouth- 
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•••t  eornor  of  the  cnnp  and  is  ■estlj  anderfrottnd.   Th«  house  Is 
17x12x7  fiet  an<i  wss  built  ia  li^.'i> ,       Tha  water  is  puaped  to  a 
rs;isrTOir  vhich  is  on  t,}i<3  4ld«  of  thtt   hill  back  of  the  cax&p  hii;h 
•Acu^h  to  glvo   jood  preiisure.   This  rsserToir  is  built  of  rsinforcsd 
conorsts  with  a  dlsK^otor  qT   £8  feet»  depth  14  foot*  walls  12  inchss 
thick  with  1/2  inch  twisted  stoel  roinforoinf  rods,  8  radial  beaas 
aadu  of  3/4  inch  roinforued  twisted  steal  and  16  inch  oantsr  posts. 
This  rosarToir  has  a  capacity  of  G';  thousand  gallons.   Tha  water 
Bains  uro  of  4  inch  east  iron  r'ipe  ^£.  par  linear  foot*  each  picca 
12  feet  lon^,  with  l<3adod  Joints,  tha  aost  of  it  tain^  laid  about 
one  foot  d>>op  whilo  bat«.odn  the  roserroir  and  Su,  c-rintendant' o  house, 
the  barn  and  survice  building  the  aain  is  frost  deep.    Proa  tha 
pump  house  to  the  raaartroir  there  ara  ^0"    feet  of  aala  and  froa  tMs 
326  feet  of  branches.    During  the  spring  of  X92S  s  frost  deep  aain 
Was  run  f -oa  the  r'^aarvcir  to  the  niddla  of  East  Camp.   The  caap 
hydrants  hare  4  inch  *  lugs  with  i.  l/^    inch  openings. 

lap  :.jing  into  the  lak^  near  tha  aain  piar  is  a  wonderful  spring 
of  iaa  cold  ->ratAr  that  flows  the  year  around.  This  spring  has  beaa 
hsrnessad  and  with  a  water  lift  puap  its  water  is  puaped  to  a  small 
rezsrwoir  near  tha  Soys'  Building  which  is  hi^h  enough  to  ^ive  ada- 
quata  prassurs  to  pips  this  water  to  tha  diaing  hall  and  also  giwas 
enough  pressure  to  run  a  drinking  fcurtain  on  the  shore  path  near 
the  aala  pier  v>:iich  has  five  bubbling  drlnkin^;  cups.  Ibis  fountain 
affords  oua  of  the  jest  drinking  places  on  the  lake  shore. 

Th  7  sa«a  ,0  conditions  of  t^.e  canp  are  at  the  j  resent  tiie  ia- 
sds^uate  but  there  has  '.^uen  dareloped  a  rery  good  systeat  and  it 
has  done  ai^hty  c.'^od    sork.   This  aystea  is  that  of  unin^  dry  wells. 
The  growth  of  tha  Onnp  and  tha  iastallatioa  of  tLe  dishwasl.ing 
aaehina  caused  the  prasant  systaa  to  ba  enlarged  by  pa  ting  in  aora 
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dry  wells  but  eron  bo  th»  prossnt  systsa  la  running  on  a  Tory  narrow 
mar^l^lD.   Thare  has  boon  aotta  walk  of  Inatalling  a  new  ayateB  whieh 
would  conalat  of  puaping  all  the  sowa^a  up  to  a  large  filter  bed 
which  wonld  be  plaeed  where  the  present  can  duap  la  Just  north  of 
the  Main  Camp  tennis  courts.   I  like  this  plan.   In  the  prusent  syatea 
the  aewaje  fron  the  amallor  acurccB  hare  their  own  septic  tanks  and 
dry  wells  but  in  the  bi>;  systen  all  the  lii^uid  attrtti^fi   ia  o:iptled  into 
a  aewa^a  concrete  tank  whieh  is  Just  south  of  the  pump  house.   It  is 
underground  and  has  a  capacity  of  XT.^^O  gallons.   This  acta  as  a 
septic  tank  and  froa  here  the  aeK-a^e  ia  puaped  by  a  eentrifu^^al  puap 
which  is  hook'td  to  the  regular  water  pump  engine  and  which  has  e 
eapaalty  of  *60  gallons  per  minute  to  a  control  box  about  5CC  feet  from 
the  lake  shore.   This  control  box  is  a  real  piece  of  engineering  for 
the  Ii<iuid  aewaje  is  dumped  into  this  control  box  and  it  is  so  eoB" 
struste '  thet  the  sewai*  is  rery  nearly  distributed  ei«ally  to  four 
outlets  which  lead  to  five  wells  in  the  near  wicinity.   It  is  possible 
to  shut  off  any  of  these  wells  withim  thfl  box.   All  the  septic  tanks 
require  clepnlrg  erery  yeer. 

The  drainage  of  the  oeup  grounds  is  a  constant  care  nnd  oust  be 
cloaely  watched  for  the  ceap  is  loccted  on  the  aide  of  a  hill  end  dur- 
ing the  rftins  the  water  has  a  wor.derful  chfince  for  destruction.    The 
camp  is  cowered  with  tile  with  cary  openings  to  catch  the  surface  water 
but  even  so  there  are  not  enough  of  these  to  take  cere  of  all  the  water. 
Some  of  the  roads  are  •(^ui^ped  with  gutters  that  are  \b   to  16  inc!  es 
wide,  6  inch  concrete  with  6  inches  of  grawel  underneath  for  drainage* 
These  gutters  are  inadequate  for  they  are  too  shallow  prd  owerf^ow.  Host 
of  this  water  leads  to  s  central  tile  which  empties  into  the  lake.   Th* 
camp  needs  much  more  surface  and  read  drainage  to  kesp  it  is  good  cob- 
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Th«  oaap  is  so  sltvatsd  that  it  is  hard  to  (st  in  and  out  and 
thars  ars  so  many  things  to  bs  aoTad  that  transportation  is  a  bi^ 
problan  and  requiros  a  ^raat  deal  of  aonoy  and  O(^uipii0nt.   Up  until 
six  yaars  ago  all  froij^hi  and  axprass  auch  as  fuod  atuffs.  supplies 
•  to.   piss  ba(;jago  was  haalod  to  tho  oa'-p  by  publio  Staanboats. 
This  meant  that  the  articles  were  unloaded  f^oai  tho  train,  hauled 
to  tho  pier,  loadod  on  the  boat  and  unloaded  onto  the  camp  pier  at 
vhioh  point  two  sen  with  a  teas  loaded  and  distributed  thex  to  their 
propor  places.   As  you  soo,  this  rei^uirod  a  great  deal  of  loading 
and  unloading.   The  eamp  had  to  dopend  on  a  Public  Serrioo  boat  and 
had  to  hold  two  Bon  and  a  teas  ready  to  tako  care  of  the  stuff. 
Todayp  publio  boats  are  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  pas* 
sengers  back  and  forth  fron  the  train  and  also  for  excursions 
around  the  lake. 

Transportation  was  motorisod  by  C.L.Bin^^haBf  caap  Superiatondent . 
six  years  ago.   Today*  they  have  a  one  ton  Ford  truck,  a  Ford  tour- 
ing chassis  with  a  box  on  the  back  and  a  Ford  touring  ear  with  a 
roadster  body  for  interchanging.   During  the  winter  season  only  tho 
touring  car  ia  used  but  during  the  opening  of  oaap,  canp  proper  and 
the  closing  camp  aoasoa  the  three  Tehicles  arA  kept  on  the  bots  aost 
of  the  time.    Muoh  intereamp  hauling  is  re<.iuiro<i  and  this  type  of 
hauling  is  hard  on  Tohiolos  boaauso  the  eanp  is  Tary  hilly.   This 
hauling  consists  of  tents,  beds,  tables,  chairs,  wash  stands,  airrors* 
clothes  racks,  bed  linen,  blankets,  pillows,  nattreases  and  tent 
curtains.   This  group  of  articles  are  neoessary  to  aoTS  in  putting 
up  and  taking  down  eanp  and  soao  of  thea  hare  to  be  hauled  quite  a 
distaneo.    Thoro  is  other  hauling  such  as  food  stuffs  froa  the 
trsias  and  express  of  TOgotablos.  aeats  and  frvits.   At  the  present 


tlmo  tha  •aap  i>  ^ettlas  its  Bilk  froa  Klkhorn  which  is  ssTsn 
Biles  north  of  eaap.   This  is  haul«d  by  tho  emip  aschinss  as  wall 
as  are  offios  svppliss.  bookstors  supplies,  pianos  and  psrsonal 
•ffects.   A  bi^  Job  undrr  transportation  is  that  of  th«  handling 
of  batgago  for  risitors.   This  requires  an  extenslTe  ba^^ago  systea 
which  C.L.Bingham  has  worked  out,  a  triplitae  bas^jaie  order  systea. 
This  order  is  made  out  at  the  desk  by  a  sar.p  elark  and  ob  it  ha 
puts  the  railroad  ohaok  nuKber.  desariptioa  of  the  baggage,  data, 
looatioa  and  any  coaaents.   He  also  fills  out  the  ehaoks  and  thaso 
are  in  triplicate  also,  one  for  the  article,  one  for  the  owner  and 
one  for  the  desk.   This  systen  takes  care  of  getting  t/ia  ba^^aga 
froa  tha  depot  and  daliwaring  it  and  then  when  eaap  is  over,  the 
gathering  ap  of  the  ba^^age  and  deliwering  it  to  tha  depot.   Beside 
all  these  Jobs  there  are  aany  other  things  that  are  dona  by  the 
Botor  oars  inelading  tha  hauiin^^  of  coaI,  building  aaterial,  etc. 

Xnoladad  under  this  topic  tha  aaap  has  an  Auto  shed  which  is 
48x16  feet  and  which  has  a  retaining  wall  mt    three  sides.   A  garage 
built  in  1  2C,  hawing  heary  concrete  walls  and  wooden  roof  with  coa- 
position  roofing,  is  64  foot  Ion;;  and  5C  feet  wlda  with  a  capacity 
of  18  stalls,  7  feat  wide  each.    During  enea.-cpnent  this  garage  is 
open  for  all  Tisitors  and  durin^j  the  heaTy  season  it  is  far  too 
aaall.    A  man  is  kept  as  an  attendant  all  the  tina.   Beside  this, 
the  eanp  has  a  large  parking  space  where  autos  oan  be  ^arkad.   It 
is  large  enough  to  care  for  about  160  cars.   Plans  are  that  during 
tha  spring  of  1924  a  regular  auto  caRpin^  grounds  will  be  put  in 
shape  north  of  east  aaap  which  will  take  care  of  those  who  do  not 
want  to  lire  in  the  tents  or  cottages  of  the  eaap.   There  will  also 
be  e^uipr.ent  so  that  they  can  do  t}keir  own  cooking  if  they  so  desire.

They  aro  ussd  for  all  kind« 
of  hauling,  holplng  the  truck  out  in  rush  aeasOBS  and  OTerflow 
porioda.    The  toaa  is  the  only  aoans  of  oaring  for  bl^  loads  dur* 
in^  the  winter  nonths  and  they  are  also  used  in  putting  up  ico. 
Tho  saap  is  oquippod  with  a  duap  wa^«B,  regular  wajoa.  a  wido. 
flat  bottOB  wAj;oii  and  a  tank  for  a  regular  running  genr.   This 
tank  oc^uipaent  la  used  to  gather  up  rub't^ish  and  all  the  water  froa 
behind  the  tents  which  has  beea  used  for  washing.   This  is  doao 
•Tory  aorning  during  the  ea:  p  seaaon. 

to  far  this  Thesis  has  been  eoabining  aaintenanco  and  e;^uip- 
aont  with  the  discussion  of  the  eraployees.   Ve  hare  been  able  to 
soo  what  an  enoraoua  amount  of  work  and  organisation  it  requiros 
to  aaintain  auoh  a  eaisp.   But  there  are  other  aetiTlties  that  auat 
bo  carried  on  to  help  keep  the  eaap  in  running  order.   The  eaap 
has.  at  the  present  time,  an  arran4;etnent  with  a  farner  n^er  by  to 
eare  for  the  dia;  oaal  of  the  garba^^e  which  he  has  been  fee  ing  to 
hia  hogs.   A  big  operation  eaeli  winter  is  that  of  putting  ap  ieo. 
This  requires  about  fifteen  aen  and  fiTe  teams.   The  ieo  field  is 
in  front  of  the  Tills  and  here  they  nark,  x^low,  cut  the  ioe  and 
haul  it  to  th<>  ice  house  whore  a  i;rottp  of  aen  pack  il.   The  ice  is 
laid  in  layers  end  ail  oraoks  are  filled  wrlth  broken  ice.   Between 
the  ioe  and  the  walla  sawdust  is  packed  in  and  in  this  way  air 
poekets  are  aliainated  and  the  ice  keeps  in  ai^hty  fine  shape.   It 
roquiros  about  thr«>o  full  daya  to  fill  th^e  house  after  the  field 
has  boon  marked  and  plowe  > .   Usually  the  ice  house  in  Unin  GA::ip  is 
filled  to  capacity  and  a  few  loads  are  storod  in  tho  ice  house  at 
Bast  Caap.
